Growing Potatoes on the Roots of a 
Tomato Plant 


Considerable interest has been 
aroused by. the grafting of a tomato 
plant on a potato plant at the Penn- 
sylvania State College, Although the 
idea is not a new one, it demonstra- 
tes clearly the ease with which these 
two closely related plants may be 
grafted. ; 

Only one attempt was made in the 
grafting, The ‘common inverted 
“saddle graft” was used. : 

The plant was wrapped with 
at the junction of the two pieces an 
it was placed in a humid atmosphere 
for several days until the union was - 
perfected. Later the plant was shifte 
ed to the outside, where little attene - 
tion was giyen it. Tubers finally de-* 
veloped on the potato. part and tomar 
toes on the top.

Submarines and the U. S. 


Visit of Merchant Sub Now Believed 
to Have Had Ulterior . 
Motive ~ 

Viewed in the light of subsequent 
events, may hot the visit of the Ger- 
man stbmarine U-53 to Newport last 
October have had an ulterior motive 
behind the obvious one? Was this 
demonstration of the effectiveness of 
the submarine weapon three thousand 
miles from the German coasts intend- 
ed as a menace? Did Germany wish 
us to realize the danger to ourselves 
if we interfered with her campaign of 
frightfulness? That may well be the 
case. Germany has done nothing in 
this war on impulse. The act which 
forced a break in diplomatic relations 
wis deliberately planned, as every 
previous act had been, Thus the in- 
veasion of Belgium was an_ integral 
part of German strategy. All the 
crucltics perpetrated there and in 
other conquered regions were sanc- 
tioned by military orders, All the 
crimes at sea were committed in cold 
blood. The visit of the U-53 cannot 
be intelligibly explained as a mere at- 
tempt to extend the scope of submat- 
ine warfare, as was naturally assum- 
ed at first. It was an isolated epi- 
sode, But if it be interpreted"as a 
warning, it needs no explanation. It 
was more than a test to our patience; 
it was meant to give us a forécaste of 
the consequences of upholding our 
own rights and ¢he rights of all neu- 
trals. If so, it failed, as other Ger-

Census Office. Issues Interesting Re- 
port on Farm Values : 


Statistics provided by the cens 
office at Ottawa place the average 
value of farm lands held for agricul- 
tural purposes throughout the Do- 
minion, and including the value of 
buildings, at $41 per acre, as com- 
pared with $40 last. year. 

British Columbia lands are valued 
highest at $118; land in Ontario and 
Quebec, $52; Saskatchewan, $23, and 
Alberta, $22; Manitoba, $32. 

Average monthly wages for farm 
help, including board, were $43.23 for 
male help and $22.46 for femalé, as 
against $37.10 and $20.20 for 1915. 

The average value of horses for 
Canada is about the same as 1915, 
with a substantial increase in the 
yalue of other animals. The total 
value of farm animals in Canada is 
$798,544,000, as compared with $746,- 
246,000 in 1915. ey
